If the Embassy is fully satisfied that he has nov exoatriated himself in any 
manner and if he preserts evidence that he has arransed to cepart trom 
the Soviet Union to travel to the United “tates, his cassport may be 
delivered to him on a personal basis only, after beins vendered valid for 
direct return to the United °tetes. For security reesons, the Yepartment 
does not consider that it would be prudent for the Embassy to forward 
Oswald's passport to him by mail.

The Department is not in a position to advise Mr. %swald whether upon 
his desired return to the United Stezes he may be amenabie so prosecution 
for any possible o*fenses ccritvec in “iolation of the tat of the United 
States or the laws of any of its States. 


The developments in the case of ir. Oswald should be promptly reported. 
In particular, a report of his travel data should be submitted when the 


Embassy receives confirmation of his sravel plans.
